THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

The President's message is a lengthy 
. document, containing over 27,000 
words. As a State paper it hardly 
ranks with the messages of some of 
our former Presidents. Our inter- 
course with other powers is of the 
most friendly character; a disposition 
to respect our rights has been mani- 
fested by England releasing Americans 
confined in Irish prisons. Our long- 
established friendship with Russia 
remains unbroken. The protection of 
the submarine cables is now under 
consideration by the International 
Conference at Paris, and our Minister 
has been requested to attend the con- 
vention; two eminent scientists have 
also been requested to represent the 
nation at the conference. The differ- 
ences between this Government and 
Spain has not yet been adjusted, but 
it is believed that negotiations now in 
progress will be satisfactory to both 
governments and the trouble ended. 
The Extradition Convention with Bel- 
gium, which has been in operation 
since 1874, has lately been supplanted 
by another. With Switzerland nego- 
tiations have been opened to establish 
by treaty the legal naturalization 
of Switzers in America without the 
consent of motherland. While the 
‘importation of pauper and criminal 
has been checked, more legislation is 
asked for that the present law may 
not work to the advantage of crimin- 
als directly charged with crimes. The 
_return of the balance of the indemnity 
fund to China and Japan is urged; a 
direct interpretation of one clause of 
the law excluding the Chinese is asked 
for; it is suggested that early consid- 
eration be given to such modifications 
of the treaty with Hayti as will pre- 
serve our commercial relations with 
that country; the attention of Congress 
is invited to the continued lawlessnets 
on the border of Mexico; a request 
that the United States be represented 
at the industrial expusition to be held 
at Caraccas next year, is made; the 
diplomatic intercourse of the Govern- 
ment has been enlarged by the erec- 
tion of missions to Sierra Leone and 
Siam, and by the restoration of the 
mission to Greece; the history of the 
part taken by our Government in the 
trouble between Chile and Peru is 
given, and the position of this Govern- 
ment justified. 

The receipts of the Government for 
the past year have been $403,525,- 
250 28; the expenditures about $260,- 
000,000. The exports have been 
about $800,000,000, and the imports 
about $30,000,000 less than the ex- 
ports. During the past year 171 na- 
tional banks have been organized and 
there are now in operation of these in- 
stitutions 2,269. It is vigorously 
urged that the coinage of the silver 
dollar shall stop. Immediate and ex- 
tensive reduction in the revenues of 
the government is earnestly urged. 
One hundred million wil] be required 
for pensions this year. The shameful 
condition of our sea-coast defense is 
again pointedly referred to. The 
helpless condition of our navy is briefly 
related, and the curing of the disgrace 
is urged upon Congress. The Presi- 
dent recommends a reduction of letter 
postage from three te two cents. 
The attention of Congress is invited 
to the propriety of making more ade- 
quate provisions for arming and equip- 
ping the militia than is afforded by the 
Act of 1796 which is still upon the 
statute books. The matter has already 
been the subject of discussion in the 
Senate, and the bill which seeks to 
supply the deficiencies of existing 
laws is pow upon its calendar. A 
pew law to govern the counting of 
electoral votes is strongly urged.

A POOR SAILOR’S WILL. 


One of the most pathetic stories yet 
received from the Jeannette’s crew 
comes from Peter Johnson, one of the 
seamen on the ill-fated vessel, who 
left the ship in the boat commanded 
by Lieutenant Chipp, in the way of a 
communication addressed to his aunt, 
living in New York State, bequeath- 
ing his worldly goods to her in case he 
should not return. The will was of 
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Y., Surrogate’s office, yesterday. It 
simply shows what a brave, noble heart 
beat within his breast. The poor fel- 
low was not a graduate of the naval 
school; he knew nothing about 
science, and his icy grave has not 
been thought of by any one outside 
of the warmth of his own family 
hearthstone, yet he risked his life to 
assist in lauding those who had had 
the advantages of education where 
they might thaw out the hidden mys- 
teries of the north pole. The follow- 
ing is a copy of his letter: 


Onotaska, August 3, 1879.—Dear 
Mrs. Klein: I send you these few 
lines to let you know that we had to 
maike oute ewer [our] will. Of corse, 
I send meine to you, for if I could not 
come back again you will get wot 
[what] is left after me, but I hope to 
live to returne home once more. Tel 
them that you were mey ante, so if 
Mr. Bennett should write to you tell 
him who I ame. Thiss is written in 
case if I or any one of us should not 
leave [live] to come back again, but I 
hope we will. Weso looke atit. It 
looks kinder darke. Well, I have no 
more to tell you thiss time, for I told 
it all to Mary Ellen, only I wishe you 
and all your family more happy re 
turns, and I remain, truly yours.

THE TEA SWINDLE, 


It has been discovered that the tea 
drinkers of the United States are im- 
posed upon by dealers in that article. 
Evidence has been gathered by the 
New York Tribune which shows that 
the importer sells 17-cent tea to a job- 
ber for 22 cents, the jobber to the re- 
tailers for 30 cents, and the retailers 
to the consumers for 50 cents; 20-cent 
tea is sold to the jobber for 25 cents, 
to the retailer for 35 cents, and to the 
consumer for 60 cents; 25 cent tea 
is sold to the jobber for 32 cents, 
to the retail dealer for 45 cents, 
and to the consumer for 75 cents; 35- 
cent tea is sold to the jobber for 50 
cents, the retailer for 65 cents, and to 
consumers for $1. This is rank extor- 
tion, and should not be encouraged. It 
is worse than the tax imposed by King 
George upon the tea drinkers of the 
colonies upward of a centuryfago, and 
if drinkers could agree to forego the 
use of the cup that cheers for the 
space of a few months, the greedy 
parties who control the market might 
be forced to accept reasonable prices 
tor that commodity. Considering the 
spurious character of the stuff usually 
sold as tea, it wouldn’t hurt anybody 
very much to forego its use altogether.

Terribie Slaughter by Indians. 
ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Dec. 7. 

News is received of the terrible 
massacre of a party of Americans and 
Mexicans by the Indians at Casa 
Grande in Chihuahua. The Indians 
have been very active of late in preda- 
tory excursions, stealing and raiding, 
and the settlers formed a party of 
about 20 men and started in pursuit. 
They were surprised near Casa Grande 
by Juand his band, numbering 200, 
and completely surrounded. One of 
the party escaped through the lines 
and went to a settlement for aid, soon 
returning with a band of 30 men. 
The Indians, however, held the suc- 
coring party at bay and meanwhile 
massacred the entire party which had 
been surprised, and then retreated to- 
wards the mountains.
